Smyrna Commercial club this cus- 
tom was started several weeks ago 
and a resolution was passed by the 
•city council and a proclamation issued 
by the mayor calling on all persons 
to observe the custom during the 
blowing of the whistle at the electric 
light plant each evening at 6 o'clock, 
and the people were becoming accus- 
tomed to this silent homage to the 
flag, when the blowing of the whistle 
was discontinued by the New Smyrna 
Public Service company. Since that 
time there has been no whistle to 
call the attention of the people to 


, the special time of reverence.

Following is the resolution prepared

Three government airplanes from 


the training school at Arcadia were 
seen by many persons in New Smyrna 
as they passed over the city Sunday 
morning on their flight to Jacksonville 
and again Monday on their return 
flight. 


On the trip to Jacksonville Sunday 


the machines flew from Arcadia to 
Kissimmee and across to the beach at 
New Smyrna, following 
the beach 


from here to Jacksonville. The planes 
flew high on the trip north, but were 
closer to the ground on the return 
flight. 


They left Door Held at Arcadia at 6 


o'clock Sunday morning and arrived 
over Jacksonville about 4 o'clock that 
afternoon. Circling the city for half 
an hour in search of a landing place, 
they finally descended on the rifle 
range at Camp Johnston. 
On the 


northward flight stops were made at 
Kissimmee, Daytona Beach and Pablo 
Beach. 
The flight consumed about 


five hours actual flying time, during 
which approximately 250 miles were 
traveled. 
From Arcadia the planes 


went northeast to Kissimmee, then 
east to the coast, north to Pablo and 
west to Jacksonville. 


The machines were of the Curtiss 


training "two-seater" model and were 
in the command of Lieut..L. M. Briggs 
as flight commander. 
Sergt. 0. I. 


JHowland, observer, flew with Lieut. 


I Briggs. The other two machines con- 
tained Lieuts. A. S. Koch and L. R. 
Cowles, and Lieut. H. C. Feast and 
Sergt. Remington. 


Aside from its cross country feature 


the flight was made to demonstrate 
the feasibility of 
successful flying 


from Arcadia to Jacksonville on prac- 
tice trips. 


Of the visit of the aviators the Jack- 


sonville Times-Union says: 


"The aviators report flying condi- 


tions good, with the exception of some 
fog in the early stages. They arrived 
over the city at an altitude of 5,000 
faet, then dropped to 2,500 in search 
of a landing place. The ball park on 
the aoutb, side of the river and Barrp 
field, northwest of the city, were ex- 
amined, but both were found too small 
to land in." »

THREE WORMS DESTROY 


CASTOR BEAN CROPS 


County Agent R. E. Lenfest, who 


has been constantly on the alert in 
the fight against pests of the growing 
castor bean plants in this county, and 
who was in New Smyrna last week in- 
vestigating conditions in this, section, 
says: 


"There are three kinds of worms at- 


tacking the castor beans and cotton 
in this section—the corn ear worm, 
the semi-tropical army worm and the 
sweet potato caterpillar. 
Directions 


for holding them in check in one field 
will seldom apply in another. The dif- 
ferent stages of the worms call for 
different methods of treatment. 


"Using liquid poisons or dusting 


will control the adults and kill many 
young. 
The young worms can be 


killed as economically by hand-pick- 
ing the brood leaves as by poisons. 
The leaves when picked should be 
put into a bucket of kerosene and 
taken away and burned. 


"It is not advisable to use paris 


green on castor beans or cotton as it 
it very apt to burn the leaves. 


"If poisons are to be put on velvet 


beans or other crops that are to be 
pastured or used for hay, paris green 
should be used—never arsenate of 
lead. Then the plant should not be 
used for feed until after two or three 
heavy rains. 
The rains will wash 


off the paris green, but will not wash 
off the arsenate of lead. 


"Anyone having crop pests of any 


kind should at once get in touch with 
the county agent at DeLand or the 
state plant board at Gainesville."

States is delivered by ships. There is produced 


about 800,000 tons of beet sugar and 250,000 tons of 
cane sugar in Louisiana. The total consumption of the 
United States is about 4,500,000 tons of raw sugar, which 
makes about 4,250,000 tons of refined sugar. 


If our coasts were blockaded as Germany's now are, 


we would have available for the use of the people of the 
United States only one pound of sugar for every four we 
use. Under such circumstances there is no doubt that the 
American people would get along on this limited supply 
without complaint. 


The United States Food Administration is asking 


every American household to use not more than two 
pounds of sugar per person each month for domestic 
use. Reducing our sugar consumption here means that 
we will be able to help supply the needs of France, Eng- 
land and Italy. Sugar conservation on the American 
table also means conservation of ships. 


The Army and Navy have sent out an "S. 0. S." call 


for ships. "Save Our Ships to Transport Troops and 
Munitions to France, in order that we may keep the fight- 
ing front where it now is and not allow it to extend to 
our own homes," is the message. 


There is ample sugar in the world for all require- 


ments—in fact, there is a large surplus, but on account 
of the ship shortage it is not available for use in this 
country.

Through the efforts of the New 


Smyrna Commercial club this cus- 
tom was started several weeks ago

a resolution was passed by the 


city council and a proclamation issued 
by the mayor calling on all persons 
to observe the custom during the 
blowing of the whistle at the electric 
light plant each evening at 6 o'clock, 
and the people were becoming accus- 
tomed to this silent homage to the 
flag, when the blowing of the whistle 
was discontinued by the New Smyrna 
Public Service company.

The United States entered the war April 6, 1917. Eighteen 


days later by a practically unanimous vote congress passed 
the Liberty Loan bond bill. 


May 2 the First Liberty Loan was announced, May 14 the 


details were made public, and the 15th the campaign began 
and closed one month later.. The issue was for $2,000,000,000, 
the bonds bearing 3£ per cent interest and running for 15-30 
years. 
The bonds carried the conversion privilege, entitling 


the holder, if he chose, to convert them into bonds of a later 
issue bearing a higher rate of interest. 
Four and a half mil- 


lion subscribers from every section of the country, represent- 
ing every condition, race, and class of citizens, subscribed for 
more than $3,000,000,000 of the bonds. 
Only $2,000,000,000 


was allotted. 


The outstanding features of the First Liberty Loan were the 


promptness with which it was arranged and conducted, the 
patriotism of the newspapers, banks, corporations, organiza- 
tions, and people generally in working for its success, and the 
heavy oversubscription of more than 50 per cent. 
Another 


notable feature was that there was no interruption to the 
business of the country occasibned by the unprecedented de- 
mand upon its money resources. 


The Second Liberty Loan campaign opened October 1, 1917, 


and closed October 27. 
The bonds of this issue bear 4 per 


cent interest and run for 10-25 years. 
They carry the con- 


version privilege. 
It was announced that 50 per cent of the 


oversubscription would be taken. 
Nine million subscribers 


subscribed to $4,617,532,000 of the bonds, an oversubscription 
of 54 per cent. 
Only §3,808,766,150.of the bonds was allotted.

THREE WORMS DESTROY 


CASTOR BEAN CROPS 


County Agent R. E. Lenfest, who 


las been constantly on the alert in 
he fight against pests of the growing 
;astor bean plants in this county, and 
who was in New Smyrna last week in- 
vestigating conditions in this, section, 
says: 


"There are three kinds of worms at- 


:acking the castor beans and cotton 
n this section—the corn ear worm, 
the semi-tropical army worm and the 
sweet potato caterpillar. 
Directions 


!or holding them in check in one field 
,vill seldom apply in another. The dif- 
ferent stages of the worms call for 
different methods of treatment. 


"Using liquid poisons or dusting 


will control the adults and kill many 
young. 
The young worms can be 


tilled as economically by hand-pick- 
ing the brood leaves as by poisons. 
The leaves when picked should be 
put into a bucket of kerosene and 
taken away and burned. 


"It is not advisable to use paris 
;reen on castor beans or cotton as it 
it very apt to burn the leaves. 


If poisons are to be put on velvet 


beans or other crops that are to be 
pastured or used for hay, paris green 
should be used—never arsenate of 
lead. Then the plant should not be 
used for feed until after two or three 
heavy rains. 
The rains will wash 


off the paris green, but will not wash 
off the arsenate of lead. 


"Anyone having crop pests of any 


kind should at once get in touch with 
the county agent at DeLand or the 
state plant board at Gainesville."

CONTINUE BULGE PACK 


Decision by railroad administration 


officials permitting the continuance 
of the "bulge pack" for citrus fruits 
reached at a meeting in Jacksonville 
last week is another example of the 
benefit to growers of proper organi- 
zation. 


Certain of the railroad officials had 


reached 
the 
conclusion 
that 
the 


' bulge" pack should be discarded, 
basing their belief on hurried inves- 
togations covering a limited number 
of markets. Data completely disprov- 
ing their contentions had been gath- 
ered by the Florida Citrus Exchange 
and this was ably presented by C. E. 
Stewart, the business manager. 


Mr. Stewart's facts and figures were 


fully substantiated by the testimony 
of a number of other growers and 
shippers. 
A vote of the several 


score of growers and shippers of cit- 
rus fruits present was unanimous in 
favor of the "bulge" pack. 


As some of the railroad men were 


insistent that this unanimity of opin- 
ion should be disregarded, arrange- 
ments were made to call in an arbi- 
tration committee provided by the 
federal administration 
of 
railroads 


for the handling of such controversies 
The whole matter was again gone 
over before this committee, the de- 
bate being led for the "bulge" pack 
bv Mr. Stewart and against it bv A 
C. Kenley. freight superintendent of 
the Atlantic Coast Line railroad 


It was dearly 
brought out that 


more than 50 per cent of the orange 
and grapefruit growers in Florida 
were represented at the meeting and 
that all were in favor of the "bulge" 
pack.

every American household to use not more than two 
pounds of sugar per person each month for domestic 
use. Reducing our sugar consumption here means that 
we will be able to help supply the needs of France, Eng- 
land and Italy. 
Sugar conservation on the American 


table also means conservation of ships. 


The Army and Navy have sent out an "S. 0. S." call 


for ships. "Save Our Ships to Transport Troops and 
Munitions to France, in order that we may keep the fight- 
ing front where it now is and not allow it to extend to 
our own homes," is the message. 


There is ample sugar in the world for all require- 


ments—in fact, there is a large surplus, but on account 
of the ship shortage it is not available for use in this 
country. 


Java, which produces 15 per cent, of the world's 


It requires 150 to 160 
days for a ship to go to Java and return.
